Please replace paragraph [24] with the following paragraph: 


[24] Figure 4 is an isometric view of an impedance tuner 200 with impedance adjusting 
inserts 402 formed in accordance with an embodiment of the present invention. The impedance 
adjusting inserts 402 may be a non-ferrous metal, such as brass and the like. The impedance 
adjusting inserts 402 have tabs 404 located on their sides, extending laterally therefrom. The 
impedance adjusting inserts 402, each having a width W M , are positioned within the insert 
receptacles 202 such that the tabs 404 are received and frictionally retained by the notches 204. 
The retaining bases 218 support the impedance adjusting inserts 402. When the impedance tuner 
200 is positioned with the connector 100, the impedance adjusting inserts 402 are positioned 
over differential pairs 124, as further discussed below.
